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Report  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Chatham: 

All  citizens  concerned  with  the  welfare  of  Chatham  are  urged 
to  read  the  report  of  the  Natural  Resources  Advisory  Committee 
entitled  "The  Preservation  of  Our  Natural  Resources  in 
Chatham" .  Copies  of  this  Report  are  available  to  interested 
citizens  at  the  Selectmen's  Office. 

This  Report  deals  with  our  vital  natural  resources  and  covers 
the  critical  areas  of  Population  Growth,  Fresh  Water  Resources, 
Solid  Waste  Disposal,  and  Land  Use.  As  the  Report  states,  "The 
basic  information  and  facts  contained  in  this  report  hopefully  will 
help  all  of  us  to  act  intelligently  and  wisely  in  moving  to  protect 
our  human  and  natural  resources." 

The  preservation  of  our  Town's  vital  resources  of  land  and 
water  should  be  the  major  concern  of  every  year-round  and 
summer  resident  in  view  of  the  pressures  being  brought  to  bear 
on  them  through  the  rapid  development  of  the  few  remaining 
open  areas  in  the  Town. 

Three  courses  of  action  are  essential  to  prevent  unwise  over- 
development and  to  guide  the  growth  of  the  Town. 

The  first  course  is  to  strengthen  our  Protective  By-Law, 
through  amendments  that  will  furnish  additional  protection  to 
vital  land  and  water  areas  throughout  the  Town. 

The  second  is  acquisition  by  the  Town  of  actual  ownership  of 
open  space  areas  for  conservation  and  recreation  and  for  the 
protection  of  fresh  water  supplies. 

The  third,  now  possible  under  State  law,  is  the  acquisition  by 
the  Town,  either  by  purchase  or  gift,  of  Conservation  Easements 
from  owners  of  private  property.  Such  Conservation  Easements 
would  guarantee  that  the  specific  properties  would  be  preserved 
in  their  natural,  undeveloped  state  in  perpetuity  or  for  an  agreed 
upon  minimum  number  of  years. 
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The  voters  of  Chatham  have  demonstrated  clearly  their 
understanding  of  the  need  to  preserve  our  resources  and  their 
willingness  to  take  the  necessary  action.  At  our  1973  Annual  Town 
Meeting  overwhelming  voter  support  was  given  to  strengthening 
our  Protective  By-Law  in  several  important  areas. 

Inland  Wetlands  were  defined,  identified  and  brought  into 
our  Conservancy  Districts  to  protect  these  sources  of  fresh  water 
against  pollution. 

Our  beaches  and  Coastal  Wetlands  surrounding  the  entire 
Town  were  afforded  further  protection  by  strengthening  our  By- 
Law  pertaining  to  these  fragile  areas. 

Action  to  preserve  Route  28  against  over-development  was 
taken  by  limiting  any  additional  motels  to  General  Business 
areas  only. 

Through  responsible  voter  action  the  acquisition  of  land  for 
conservation  also  proceeded  apace. 

Two  important  parcels  of  land  along  Ryders  Cove  are  now 
owned  by  the  Town  through  purchase  and  the  third  piece  is  under 
a  Conservation  Easement. 

Another  important  5  acre  tract  bordering  the  Red  River  in 
South  Chatham  was  acquired  this  year. 

A  gift  to  the  Town  of  70  acres  of  marsh  on  Strong  Island  and 
another  gift  of  two  parcels  of  shore  land  along  Stage  Harbor  were 
finally  consummated  this  year. 

Further  amendments  to  strengthen  our  By-Law  and 
hopefully  new  proposals  for  the  acquisition  of  more  vital 
wetlands  and  green  areas  for  conservation  will  be  presented  to 
the  voters  at  our  1974  Town  Meeting. 

We  are  confident  that  the  voters  of  Chatham  are  determined 
to  guard  the  character  of  the  Town  and  its  precious  resources 
because  —  to  quote  from  the  Natural  Resources  Advisory 
Committee  Report  —  "Over  the  years  the  citizens  of  Chatham 
have  demonstrated  their  deep  appreciation  for  their  Town's 
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unique  natural,  historical  and  architectural  values  by  adopting 
By-Laws  to  protect  and  preserve  them.  In  enacting  their 
municipal  legislation  they  realized  that  only  through  such  self- 
restraint  could  they  shield  their  community  from  the  exploiting 
forces  which  had  irreparably  damaged  other  resort  towns.' \ 

By  preserving  the  beauty  of  our  Town  and  its  natural 
resources  today,  we  can  pass  them  on  to  our  children  tomorrow. 
Thus,  through  wise  action  today,  we  protect  our  human  resources 
by  providing  a  good  and  healthy  place  in  which  future 
generations  may  enjoy  life. 


The  Board  of  Selectmen  wishes  to  thank  all  other  Town  Of- 
ficials for  their  assistance  and  cooperation  throughout  the  year. 
We  are  constantly  but  pleasantly  surprised  at  the  willingness  of 
so  many  public-spirited  citizens  to  serve  on  Town  Committees 
and  perform  work  of  an  arduous  and  challenging  nature.  Our 
special  thanks  is  reserved  for  those  people  who  serve  their  Town 
so  well.

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Report  of  the  Board  of  Assessors 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Chatham: 

Like  all  other  municipalities  in  the  State,  Chatham  is 
operating  on  an  18-month  transitional  fiscal  year,  which  began 
January  1, 1973  and  will  not  end  until  June  30, 1974. 

This  extended  year  was  mandated  by  State  legislation,  for 
this  one  time,  to  bring  all  towns  into  the  new  fiscal-year  cycle, 
which,  henceforth,  will  begin  on  July  1st  and  end  on  June  30th 
each  year. 


All  Town  operating  budgets  and  capital  costs  were 
programmed  for  18  months  and  appropriations  for  this  extended 
period  were  approved  accordingly  by  the  voters  at  our  Annual 
Town  Meeting  held  March  13,  1973. 

However,  the  State  legislation  permits  two  Tax  Rates  and 
two  tax  bills.  The  first  Tax  Rate  was  based  on  assessed 
valuations  as  of  January  1,  1973  and  this  Tax  Rate  covered  the 
first  12-month  period  of  the  18-month  year. 

This  12-month  Tax  Rate  was  set  at  $49.50  per  thousand  on 
June  12, 1973  by  the  Board  of  Assessors  with  the  approval  of  the 
Commissioner  of  Corporations  and  Taxation  and  the  Director  of 
the  Bureau  of  Accounts.  Tax  bills  for  this  period  were  mailed  on 
or  about  July  13,  1973. 

The  Tax  Rate  for  the  final  6-month  period,  of  the  18-month 
year,  will  be  based  on  values  as  of  January  1, 1974  and  these  new 
valuations  will  reflect  the  full  and  fair  market  value  of  all 
properties  as  established  by  the  professional  appraisal  company, 
Whipple,  Magane  and  Darcy  in  their  complete  revaluation  of  the 
Town.  Tax  bills  for  the  6-month  period  January  1,  1974  through 
June  30th,  1974,  at  this  writing,  are  scheduled  for  mailing  on  or 
about  March  15,  1974.

Gentlemen: 

During  1973  the  Chatham  Planning  Board  has  held  its  regular 
meetings  twice  a  month  on  the  2nd  and  4th  Tuesdays  at  the  Berry 
building  on  Cross  Street.  In  addition  we  have  held  many  special 
meetings  in  order  to  keep  up  with  an  ever-increasing  work  load. 

This  past  year  has  seen  yet  another  jump  in  the  number  of 
lots  through  the  subdivision  process,  with  a  recent  Crowell  Road 
subdivision  and  "Ryder  Heights"  providing  more  than  sixty  lots 
alone. 

The  Board  has  engaged  the  Town  Engineer  to  completely 
revise  the  Town's  Zoning  Map.  The  new  map  will  be  larger  and 
include  all  of  the  new  conservation  and  wet  areas  as  defined  by 
the  last  town  meeting.  Also  included  will  be  a  complete  revision 
of  Streets  and  the  employment  of  the  new  grid  system  currently 
being  used  by  the  Police  and  Fire  authorities.  It  is  hoped  that  this 
new  map  will  provide  the  Town  with  an  instrument  that  will  be 
useful  to  many  departments  who  in  the  past  have  had  to  have 
individual  maps  engineered  for  their  own  specific  uses.  The  new 
map  should  be  ready  by  April  and  will  be  available  at  the  Town 
Office  for  a  small  fee. 

We  wish  to  commend  Donald  Kastner  upon  his  retirement 
from  the  Board  for  his  long  and  dedicated  service  to  the  Board 
and  the  Town.

This  department  had  a  considerable  amount  of  hanging 
branches  this  past  year,  and  also  many  trees  in  a  dangerous 
condition  were  reported  to  the  department,  and  taken  care  of  in 
the  usual  manner. 

The  tree  warden's  department  planted  2z  trees  in  1973.  Also, 
in  cooperation  with  the  Chatham  Garden  Club,  we  planted 
another  17  dogwood  trees  on  Town  property.

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Sections  No.  6  and  7  of 
the  By-Laws  of  the  Town  of  Chatham,  we  hereby  submit  our 
report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1973. 

The  Summer  Program,  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Frank 
Allen  and  Mr.  Noel  Kinski,  had  an  all  time  high  enrollment  of  197 
children  between  the  ages  of  7  and  14  years.  There  were  also  127 
between  the  ages  of  7  and  18  years  enrolled  in  the  Tennis 
Program  with  Susan  Meharg  as  instructor. 

We  had  two  added  personnel  to  help  with  the  fine  Summer 
Program,  Mitch  Nowicki  and  Barbara  Hansen.  We  were  also 
fortunate  to  have  Kathy  MacCloud  provided  by  the  State  Youth 
Program. 

Other  activities  offered  were  the  following :  Men's  Volleyball, 
Town  Team  Basketball,  Soccer,  Gym  hockey,  boys  and  girls 
Saturday  morning  Basketball,  Farm  League,  Little  League, 
Pony  League  and  Teener  League  Baseball  with  the  assistance  of 
interested  townspeople.  We  are  happy  to  be  helping  to  support  the 
Chatham  Youth  Hockey  League. 

This  winter  we  formed  a  Women's  Volleyball  league  and  it 
has  proved  quite  successful. 

The  Community  Building  is  also  used  by  other  groups  during 
the  morning  and  afternoon  hours.  Some  of  these  are  the  YWCA, 
Adult  Education  classes,  Yoga  classes  and  the  Brownie  Scouts. 

There  have  been  several  improvements  this  year.  New 
sidewalks  were  added  to  the  Community  Building  property,  stone 
dust  was  put  on  the  Little  League  Diamond,  the  Tennis  Courts 
were  painted  and  extensive  work  was  done  on  the  South  Chatham 
Playground. 
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The  Commissioners  would  like  to  thank  the  Chatham  Jaycees 
who  constructed  dugouts  for  the  Little  League  Field  in  coor- 
dination with  the  Commission,  using  funds  raised  by  the  Little 
League  youngsters  themselves.

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Report  of  Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Chatham,  Massachusetts 

The  following  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1973  is  hereby 
submitted  by  the  Sewer  Commission: 

Town  Elections  in  March  regretfully  acknowledged  the 
retirement  of  Roger  Oakman  from  the  Sewer  Commission,  but 
welcomed  newly  elected  Carroll  Farrenkopf  to  the  Board.  Spring 
also  witnessed  another  change  on  the  employment  scene.  Our 
General  Assistant,  Steve  MacDonald,  left  scenic  Cape  Cod  to 
return  to  his  home  state  of  Maine  and  accept  the  position  of  Plant 
Operator  at  Lewiston's  new  sewage  treatment  facility.  He  was 
replaced  by  very  able  Ron  Hempel,  formerly  of  New  York,  and 
residing  now  in  West  Chatham  with  his  wife  and  family. 

When  the  year  1973  ended,  our  records  reflected  that  107 
homes  and  properties  have  connected  to  the  sewer,  a  figure 
approaching  40  percent  of  the  now  potential  amount. 

The  Sewer  Usage  Tax,  based  fundamentally  on  100  percent  of 
the  water  bill,  and  mailed  semiannually,  has  contributed  just 
under  $15,000  to  the  general  fund  since  its  inception.  For  those 
properties  with  a  well  in  lieu  of  Town  water,  a  fixture  rate  is  used. 

Unfortunately,  the  Department  experienced  some  major 
mechanical  problems  at  the  Stage  Harbor  Pumping  Station 
during  the  course  of  the  year.  Thanks  to  voter  approval  given  our 
article  at  the  Special  Town  Meeting  last  November,  these  par- 
ticular problems  should  be  resolved  as  soon  as  our  phase 
protector  mechanism  is  received  and  installed. 

Finally,  and  very  gratefully,  our  last  Federal  and  State 
Grants  have  arrived — just  at  the  turn  of  the  year.  Total  aid  to  the 
Sewer  Project  is  now  finalized  at  $1,242,344.00  —  a  figure  ap- 
proximating 50  percent  of  the  final  costs.

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Article  28  of  the  warrant  was  carried  out  with  the  purchase 
and  equipping  of  a  station  wagon. 

The  department  compiled  the  greatest  number  of  alarms  in 
its  history  during  the  year  1973.  Ambulance  and  rescue  calls 
increased  substantially  for  a  total  of  626  which  is  an  increase  of  60 
over  1972.  A  total  of  153  fire  calls  were  answered  which  is  an  in- 
crease of  12  over  1972. 

Men  of  this  department  attended  courses  being  offered  at  the 
Cape  Cod  Community  College  and  are  earning  semester  hour 
credits  that  are  creditable  towards  an  Associate  Degree  in  Fire 
Science.  Three  men  attended  the  Firefighting  Tactics  &  Strategy 
Course,  two  men  attended  the  Introduction  to  Fire  Protection 
course,  and  two  men  attended  the  Emergency  Medical 
Technician  &  Ambulance  Course. 

Due  to  the  energy  crisis  this  department  has  received  calls 
seeking  information  on  the  installation  of  wood  burning  stoves  in 
the  home.  This  department  stresses  that  only  Class  A  venting 
systems  be  used  and  that  persons  thinking  of  using  home  heating 
devices  contact  the  fire  department  or  building  inspectors  office 
prior  to  installing  same. 

There  has  been  much  publicity  in  regards  to  the  tran- 
sporting and  storage  of  gasoline  in  the  news  media.  If  gasoline  is 
transported  or  stored,  use  only  an  approved  safety  can  and  no 
quantity  greater  than  the  law  permits.  Do  not  store  gasoline  in 
the  home.  Keep  your  home  fire  safe. 

Home  fire  safety  inspections  will  be  conducted  by  this 
department  when  time  permits  at  the  owner's  request. 

A  fire  department  request  this  year  will  come  through  the 
Fire  &  Police  Station  Building  Committee  who  will  submit  an 
article  in  the  warrant  this  year  for  additional  space  for  both  the 
fire  and  police  departments.  The  addition  to  the  fire  station  would 
be  a  three-bay  addition  of  apparatus  floor  space.  Several 
meetings  have  been  held  with  the  committee  throughout  the  year 
with  an  approved  plan  being  submitted  by  the  committee.

The  following  is  our  Fourteenth  Annual  Report. 

Our  five  day  per  week  schedule  brought  5,454  visitors  in  1973; 
a  decrease  of  521  or  8.7  percent  under  1972.  Contributions,  etc. 
produced  $422.91  or  15.4  percent  less  than  1972. 

Maintenance  and  operational  costs  were  handled  without 
expense  to  the  Town.  Additional  work  in  1974  will  cover  possible 
exterior  painting  of  the  old  station  building,  heavy  repairs  to  the 
roof  of  the  Caboose,  some  retouching  of  ceiling  thereon,  repairs 
to  station  doors  and  added  exhibition  cases,  and  rearrangement 
thereof. 

Our  grateful  thanks  goes  to  over  thirty  residents  of  Chatham 
who  again  served  as  attendants. 

We  also  extend  our  appreciation  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
other  Town  officials  and  employees,  and  the  citizens  of  our  Town.

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Report  of  the  Committee  on  Space  Needs 
for  Fire  and  Police  Departments 

To:  The  Board  of  Selectmen 

This  committee  appointed  to  study  the  space  needs  of  the 
Fire  Department  and  Police  Department,  in  conformity  with  the 
vote  taken  at  the  Town  Meeting  in  March,  1973,  has  held  eighteen 
meetings  in  the  ensuing  months.  It  has  conferred  with  the  chiefs 
and  personnel  of  the  departments,  studied  their  functions  and 
responsibilities,  and  inspected  the  equipment  and  station 
facilities  required  for  the  performance  of  their  operations. 

These  investigations  proved  to  the  satisfaction  of  all  mem- 
bers of  the  committee  that  both  departments  have  outgrown  the 
station  houses  they  now  occupy.  In  the  twenty-two  years  since  the 
fire  station  was  built,  and  ten  years  since  the  police  station  was 
added  to  that  building  the  population  of  Chatham  has  nearly 
doubled  and  the  value  of  properties  requiring  protection  has 
tripled.  The  expansion  of  the  protective  services  has  necessarily 
followed  this  growth  of  the  town. 

In  the  fire  station  nine  pieces  of  equipment  are  now  crowded 
into  an  area  designed  to  take  care  of  six.  The  work  space,  storage 
space,  for  hose  and  gear,  locker  space,  and  hose  drying  tower  are 
inadequate.  The  number  of  annual  calls  for  fire  apparatus  has 
tripled.  The  calls  for  rescue  and  ambulance  service  has  grown 
from  188  to  566  per  year  since  1962. 

Expansion  of  the  police  force  from  13  to  21  permanent  of- 
ficers and  20  special  officers  has  nearly  doubled  the  traffic  of 
men  reporting  in  and  out  of  the  station,  engaging  in  in- 
terrogations and  conferences,  writing  reports,  and  preparing 
court  cases.  The  work  of  the  chief  and  officers  concerned  with 
detective  investigations,  drug  control,  and  youth  activities 
demand  a  degree  of  privacy  and  isolation  that  is  not  available  in 
the  present  headquarters.  There  is  not  space  enough  in  the 
dispatch  area  to  properly  locate  and  operate  the  equipment 
required  by  the  state  Department  of  Correction.  The  cell  block 
does  not  satisfy  state  requirements  and  must  be  rebuilt.  The 
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single  garage  bay  does  not  allow  proper  servicing  of  the  present 
fleet  of  police  cars. 

These  conditions  need  correction.  It  is  the  judgment  of  this 
committee  that  the  able  and  conscientious  men  on  whom  the 
citizens  of  Chatham  depend  to  maintain  fire  and  police  protection 
deserve,  and  genuinely  need,  to  be  relieved  of  the  difficulties  and 
inconveniences  caused  by  the  overcrowded  conditions  that 
handicap  them  in  the  efficient  performance  of  their  essential 
duties. 

Having  reached  this  conclusion,  unanimously,  the  Com- 
mittee proceeded  to  explore  four  optional  solutions  to  the 
problem  of  remedying  them. 

The  first  option,  to  attempt  to  reduce  the  operations  and 
services  required  to  a  level  that  could  be  accommodated  in  the 
present  stations,  was  easily  eliminated.  The  services  are 
necessary.  To  eliminate  or  curtail  them  would  be  impractical 
and  extremely  imprudent. 

The  second  option,  to  postpone  indefinitely  satisfying  the 
genuine  needs  of  either  department  or  both,  would  be  only  a 
temporary  economy  that  would  jeopardize  the  maintenance  of 
efficiency  and  dangerously  strain  the  high  degree  of  morale  that 
is  an  important  element  in  a  volunteer  fire  department  and  in  a 
police  force  challenged  by  a  national  crime  wave  and  defiance  of 
law  and  order  that  reaches  into  even  our  Cape  Cod  communities. 
The  problems  will  not  diminish  or  go  away. 

In  discarding  these  easy  options  the  Committee  also  took 
note  of  the  predictions  made  in  the  report  of  the  Chatham  Natural 
Resources  Advisory  Committee  that,  by  1980,  unless  the  growth 
rate  of  the  town  is  somehow  controlled,  the  increase  in  population 
and  property  values  will  again  be  approximately  doubled.  The 
expansion  of  protective  services  such  growth  will  require  will  not 
necessarily  be  proportionate  but  some  increase  in  personnel  and 
equipment  is  inevitable  and,  unless  the  existing  overcrowded 
conditions  are  relieved  they  will  be  aggravated  beyond  en- 
durance. 
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The  third  option  considered  by  the  committee  was  to  provide 
room  for  the  satisfaction  of  one  department's  space  needs  by 
moving  the  other  into  a  newly  constructed  building.  The  ex- 
travagance of  this  course  of  action  quickly  became  apparent.  The 
committee  determined  by  an  informal  architectural  study  that 
the  immediate  and  predictable  space  needs  claimed  and  sub- 
stantiated by  the  department  chiefs  could  be  largely  satisfied  if 
an  additional  area  of  about  1500  square  feet  could  be  made 
available  to  each  department.  The  present  police  station  oc- 
cupies an  area  of  2200  square  feet  but  the  alteration  of  this  portion 
of  the  building  to  accommodate  fire  department  apparatus  is 
architecturally  impractical  except  at  great  expense.  The  present 
fire  house  occupies  an  area  of  3800  square  feet.  This  is  over  twice 
the  additional  area  the  police  department  needs.  Alteration  of 
this  portion  of  the  building  would  be  possible  but,  again,  the  cost 
of  alterations  would  be  substantial.  Tnis  cost,  conservatively 
estimated  at  $55,000  would  be  additional  to  the  cost  of  the  new  fire 
station  which  would  certainly  be  in  excess  of  $250,000,  making  the 
total  expense  over  $300,000.  Unless  the  new  station  was  located  on 
land  already  owned  by  the  town  the  land  cost  would  increase  this 
questionable  estimate.  The  combined  fire  and  police  station 
being  built  in  Brewster  is  costing  $475,000. 

During  its  investigation  of  this  option  the  committee  explored 
the  possibility  that  relocating  the  fire  station  or  creating  a  sub- 
station in  another  section  of  the  town  would  reduce  insurance 
rates  of  residents  in  the  locality  chosen.  We  conferred  with  of- 
ficials of  the  Insurance  Services  Office,  the  agency  of  the  com- 
panies that  grades  municipalities  and  fire  departments  and  were 
advised  that  building  a  new  station,  or  sub-stations,  would  not 
change  Chatham's  present  "D"  grade  on  which  rates  are  based. 
Only  extension  of  fire  hydrant  lines  would  reduce  insurance  rates 
in  outlying  areas  of  the  town.  The  "D"  grade  is  normal  for  towns 
the  size  of  Chatham. 


Since  all  other  options  were  found  to  be  impratical,  im- 
prudent or  extravagantly  expensive,  the  committee  examined  in 
particular  detail  the  possibility  of  providing  the  needed  ad- 
ditional space  for  both  departments  by  enlarging  the  present 
stations. 
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With  the  voluntary  cooperation  of  the  architects  of  this 
building  we  were  able  to  develop  plans  for  adding,  in  new  wings, 
the  areas  required  to  satisfy  the  established  and  predictable 
space  needs  of  both  departments.  The  Fire  Chief  and  Police  Chief 
have  accepted  these  plans  as  an  adequate  solution  of  their 
problems. 

These  additions  would  conform  to  the  colonial  architectural 
style  of  the  present  building.  One  wing,  located  on  the  north  side 
of  the  fire  station  would  provide  two  bays  for  efficient  dispersal  of 
present  apparatus  and  an  additional  bay  for  future  expansion.  A 
second  wing  on  the  north  side  of  the  police  station  would  contain  a 
new  cell  block,  a  two-bay  garage  with  car  wash  facilities,  an 
enlarged  squad  room  and  locker  space,  and  basement  storage 
space  for  impounded  evidence,  Civil  Defense  supplies,  and 
equipment  infrequently  used.  Undeveloped  attic  space  in  this 
wing  would  provide  for  future  division  into  work  rooms  and  of- 
fices. A  third  and  smaller  addition  on  the  south  side  of  the  police 
station  would  provide  new  offices  for  the  chief  and  lieutenant, 
enlarge  the  dispatch  room,  and  allow  the  re-assignment  of 
existing  space,  after  minor  interior  alterations,  for  use  in  in- 
terrogations, conferences  and  operations  for  which  there  is 
currently  no  adequate  provision. 

Our  estimated  cost  of  this  construction  is  $195,300.  The  break- 
down of  this  figure  is  as  follows: 

Additions  to  Police  Station 


1484  square  feet,  with  basement  and  attic  $98,740 

Interior  renovations  in  present  station  6,000 

Addition  to  Fire  Station 

2024  square  feet,  single  high  story  60,750 

Architects  and  Engineering  fees  18,535 

Contingency  allowance  (5  percent)  8,275 

Furnishings  3,000 


It  is  the  considered  judgment  of  this  committee,  charged 
with  determining  the  space  needs  of  these  municipal  depart- 
ments that: 

(a)  The  needs  are  genuine  and  pressing 

(b)  That  they  should  be  satisfied  without  delay,  and 
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(c)  That  the  most  economical  and  practical  means  of 
providing  the  additional  space  required  would  be  to  enlarge  the 
existing  stations  by  constructions  that  follow  the  tentative  plans 
we  have  developed.

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Report  of  the  School  Space 
Needs  Committee 

Upon  recommendations  last  year  of  the  Chatham  School 
Committee,  as  well  as  this  Space  Needs  Committee,  the  Town 
instructed  that  study  of  the  space  needs  of  the  Chatham  School 
System  be  continued. 

The  absence  of  an  upward  trend  in  total  enrollment  noted  last 
year  continues  again  this  year,  although  administration  analysis 
show  appreciable  turnover  indicating  school  population 
movement.  What  is  still  needed  is  study  to  attempt  forecasting 
our  future  school  enrollment;  here  the  population  data  published 
this  winter  by  the  Chatham  Natural  Resources  Advisory  Com- 
mittee can  provide  a  very  useful  base. 

As  previously  reported,  there  is  a  continuing  need  for  active 
storage  space  in  the  schools.  While  the  administration  maintains 
a  steady  effort  to  weed-out  "dead"  storage,  the  need  grows.  In 
addition,  your  Committee  wishes  to  point  out  a  need  for  the 
secure  storage  of  records,  a  requirement  which  may  possibly  be 
shared  by  other  Departments  of  the  Town. 

It  is  recognized  that  needs  for  space  —  for  facilities  —  are 
likewise  influenced  by  curriculum  planning  and  needs  in  all  three 
components  of  our  system.  These,  in  the  light  of  our  existing  facts 
about  numbers  of  students,  are  presently  more  significant  fac- 
tors and  thus  deserve  careful  and  coordinated  study. 

In  the  belief  that  school  space  needs  require  on-going 
examination,  it  is  suggested  that  the  Town  consider  extending  the 
term  and  work  of  a  School  Space  Needs  Committee.

Gentlemen: 

Our  Annual  Report  this  year  will  be  brief  because  in 
November  we  issued  a  printed  report  describing  our  activities  in 
detail.  Copies  are  available  at  the  Town  Offices  for  any  voter  who 
may  not  have  received  one. 

Since  issuing  our  November  report,  efforts  have  been 
devoted  to  further  exploring  areas  in  which  Chatham  natural 
resources  may  be  in  jeopardy.  Objective  of  these  studies  is 
development  of  sound  proposals  on  preservation  of  resources  for 
presentation  at  the  1974  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

Regular  meetings  of  our  committee  are  held  every  three 
weeks  and  Task  Groups  have  been  meeting  at  least  once  a  week 
and  sometimes  more  frequently.  Proposals  are  not  yet  finalized, 
but  it  is  anticipated  they  will  include  recommendations  for  larger 
lot  zoning,  a  professional  study  of  water  quality  and  quantity,  and 
a  topographical  survey  of  the  disposal  area. 

As  a  result  of  our  continuing  studies  we  are  convinced  that 
very  careful  use  of  our  disposal  area  must  be  made  for  the 
longest  possible  life  expectancy.  This  clearly  indicates  a  com- 
plete recycling  program.  An  important  step  has  already  been 
made  by  disposal  area  authorities  and  large  loads  of  brush  are  no 
longer  accepted.  This  will  significantly  extend  life  expectancy  of 
the  area  and  obviates  the  need  for  a  town-owned  chipping 
machine. 

Technological  advances  are  being  made  in  waste  disposal, 
and  there  is  evidence  a  regional  program  for  Barnstable  County 
will  sometime  be  placed  in  effect.  Practical  relief  for  Chatham 
from  either  of  these  possibilities  is  a  long  way  off,  and  in  the 
interim  it  behooves  us  to  preserve  our  existing  facilities  to  the 
utmost. 
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Chatham  has  very  little  remaining  open  unoccupied  land  that 
is  available  for  new  construction.  Our  water  supply  and  quality 
depends  on  its  careful  use.  Larger  lot  zoning  will  help  con- 
siderably to  preserve  this  remaining  open  land,  but  in  addition 
efforts  to  acquire  land  for  conservation  and  potential  water 
supply  should  be  encouraged  whenever  the  opportunity  presents 
itself. 

There  is  no  better  investment  that  any  citizen  of  Chatham 
can  make  than  in  preservation  of  our  resources.

The  department  is  at  full  authorized  strength.  During  1973 
three  of  our  members  left  for  other  employment  or  to  further 
their  education,  namely;  Messrs.  Bennett,  Robbins  and  Taylor. 
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These  men  were  replaced  by  Messrs.  Dennis  A.  Lucier,  Ronald  T 
Ricchetti  and  Jonathan  R.  White.  The  two  additional  patrolmen 
authorized  by  Town  Meeting  action  are  Messrs.  Thomas  E 
Minckler  and  Joseph  D.  Fennell. 

Chatham  crime  statistics  are  higher  again  this  year,  showing 
the  need  for  cooperation  between  citizenry  and  police  to  bring 
these  figures  down.  Our  priorities  still  seem  to  be  in  the  Breaking 
and  Entering  category.  Larceny,  Traffic  and  Accidents,  and 
Drug  areas,  rather  than  the  more  violent  crimes.  Working 
together  I'm  convinced  we  can  keep  the  crime  rate  in  Chatham 
within  due  bounds. 

The  additional  coverage  you  have  contracted  for  with  the 
Animal  Rescue  League  will  hopefully  resolve  the  problem  of  dogs 
running  loose,  a  complaint  of  many  of  our  citizens,  difficult  for 
police  to  handle. 

Preventative  programs  on  safety  which  your  police  depart- 
ment has  conducted  are  bicycle,  pedestrian,  and,  in  conjunction 
with  the  schools,  school  bus  safety.  Youth  Officer  Wayne  Chase 
led  these  programs,  assisted  on  the  bicycle  safety,  by  members 
of  the  Junior  Women's  Club.  I  feel  these  programs  have  been 
successful  and  accomplished  their  purpose  of  making  the  young 
people  safety  conscious.  "Operation  Identification",  sponsored 
by  the  Chatham  Women's  Club  is  an  ongoing  program  and  is  still 
not  being  utilized  as  it  should. 

I  respectfully  request  that  you  create  a  permanent  "Traffic 
Study  Committee".  This  committee  could  work  with  the  Select- 
men, Highway  Survey,  and  Police  Department,  looking  into 
traffic  problems,  traffic  flows,  traffic  safety,  intersection  safety, 
etc.,  making  recommendations  for  the  needs  in  these  areas. 

Again  in  1973  Messrs.  Rennold  Whiting,  Arthur  Sibley, 
Robert  Church,  George  Dannenberg,  Frederick  Bearse,  Robert 
Zisette  and  John  Patten  assisted  at  the  police  desk  during  the 
summer.  We  cannot  express  too  highly  our  appreciation  for  the 
hundreds  of  hours  of  service  rendered  to  our  department  by  these 
community-minded  men.

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Report  of  the  Librarian 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  library  has  shown  substantial 
growth  in  1973. 

Each  year  there  has  been  a  greater  demand  from  the  com- 
munity for  more  library  service.  Increasing  requests  for 
cultural,  travel,  reference  and  highly  specialized  material  in 
every  field  are  constantly  being  considered  and  acted  upon  to 
fulfill  this  need,  insofar  as  the  present  budget  will  allow. 
However,  costs  of  new  books  have  increased  so  much  that  we  will 
not  be  able  to  continue  to  purchase  as  many  new  books  at  the  rate 
of  requests  received. 

Our  family  registration  continues  to  operate  more  effectively 
and  efficiently.  More  and  more  people  are  reading  despite  all  the 
other  attractions  of  modern  living.  Today's  patrons  are  better 
educated  and  continually  look  for  self  improvement  and  ex- 
panded interests.  This  is  indicated  by  the  vast  rise  in  reference 
and  research  inquiries  the  library  is  receiving  daily.  If  the 
library  does  not  have  the  material  requested,  we  attempt  to 
direct  the  person  to  where  it  may  be  obtained.  Inter-library  loans 
are  part  of  this  service. 

In  addition  to  our  regular  collection,  the  library  has  a 
collection  of  large  print  books  for  the  sight  handicapped.  We  have 
attempted  to  introduce  to  the  blind  or  muscular  handicapped  the 
availability  of  talking  books.  We  presently  have  a  deposit  of  36 
talking  book  records  on  loan  from  Perkins  Institute.  These  offer 
supplementary  reading  for  those  who  have  their  own  machines 
and  are  presently  enrolled  in  the  Library  of  Congress  program. 
This  service  is  paid  for  from  your  Federal  taxes  and  is  available 
to  the  handicapped  free  of  charge.  Information  and  display 
equipment  can  be  obtained  and  seen  at  the  library  for  those  who 
are  interested. 

Processed  and  added  to  our  own  collection  has  been  a  large 
revolving  deposit  of  books;  consisting  of  non-fiction,  fiction  and 
juvenile  literature,  from  the  Eastern  Regional  depository  in 
Yarmouth.  As  these  books  are  on  loan  for  a  short  duration,  they 
will  not  be  found  in  the  card  catalog  and  should  be  asked  for  at  the 
charge-out  desk. 
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This  year  the  library  was  host  to  two  pre-kindergarten 
groups  from  South  Chatham  and  three  classes  of  third  graders 
from  the  Chatham  Elementary  School.  These  children  were 
given  a  tour  of  the  building  and  an  explanation  of  how  the  library 
works  and  its  part  in  the  community.  In  addition  to  a  learning 
experience  for  us  all,  it  is  the  staff's  desire  that  parents  will  bring 
their  children  in  to  participate  in  fun-reading  as  well  as  for 
educational  purposes. 

Our  exchange  paperback  shelves  have  grown  in  popularity. 
Anyone  is  encouraged  to  bring  in  his  own  read  paperbacks  and 
exchange  them  for  others  in  addition  to  checking  out  regular 
library  material.  We  also  have  a  small  record  collection  that 
patrons  may  borrow  in  addition  to  book  material. 

We  are  always  grateful  for  the  gifts  of  books  given  to  the 
library  as  memorial  books,  second  copies  of  best-sellers,  or  as 
replacements  for  our  lost  or  worn  out  classical  selections  and 
favorites.  Memorial  books  may  be  given  by  organizations  or 
individuals  affording  a  practical  opportunity  to  share  their 
remembrances  with  the  community. 

The  library  has  been  fortunate  this  year  in  receiving  a  recent 
collection  in  the  form  of  a  bequest  from  the  estate  of  the  late  Mrs. 
Ruth  McKee.  Prior  to  retiring  to  Chatham  several  years  ago,  she 
served  in  the  Diplomatic  Service  in  Japan,  was  a  librarian  in 
Hawaii,  and  an  authoress.  Her  novel,  The  Lord's  Anointed,  gives 
a  picturesque  description  of  early  Hawaii.  This  collection  con- 
sists of  many  books  on  Japanese  customs,  literature,  folklore, 
Buddhism,  in  addition  to  various  classical  books,  modern 
biographies  and  poetry  of  well  known  literary  people.  These 
books  will  be  cataloged  and  processed  as  time  allows. 

The  library  staff  is  grateful  to  Mrs.  Josephine  Ivanoff  for 
placing  such  timely  and  interesting  displays  in  our  exhibit  case 
each  month.  We  urge  all  who  visit  us  to  view  these  in  the  case  in 
the  Children's  Room. 

The  library  circulation  figures  for  1973  were  51,941.  This 
represents  a  rise  of  10,000  over  the  past  five  years  and  ap- 
proximately doubles  the  circulation  of  ten  years  ago.

Gentlemen: 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  6  and  7  of  the  By- 
Laws  of  the  Town  of  Chatham,  I  hereby  submit  the  following 
report  as  Harbor  Master  for  the  year  of  1973. 

The  seasonal  private  aids  to  navigation  in  the  waters  of  the 
Town  of  Chatham  were  set  in  the  spring,  maintained  during  the 
summer  and  relieved  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Early  in  the  spring  of  1973,  maintenance  dredging  of  Stage 
Harbor  Channel  outside  of  Harding  Beach  was  completed  by  the 
Corp  of  Engineers,  U.S.  Army.  One  of  the  causes  necessitating 
this  maintenance  dredging  is,  the  sand  drifting  along  Nauset 
Beach  is  picked  up  by  the  incoming  current  at  Chatham  Bar,  is 
carried  inshore  and  deposited  on  the  bar  and  lower  part  of 
Pleasant  Bay.  At  this  point  it  divides,  part  of  the  water  and 
shifting  sands  flow  into  Pleasant  Bay,  the  other  part  is  carried 
through  the  cut-thru  and  deposited  on  the  southeast  side  of  Stage 
Harbor  Channel. 

The  U.S.  Coast  Guard  has  renamed  the  Common  Flat  Buoy  2 
to  Chatham  Roads  Buoy  4  and  made  a  change  of  its  position. 
Approximate  position  now  is  41  degrees  38.6  min.  N.,  70  degrees 
01.4  min.  W. 

The  channels  in  Pleasant  Bay  north  of  Tern  Island  have 
shifted  in  several  instances,  but  still  maintained  their  usual 
depths.  Due  to  the  shifting  condition  the  buoys  in  this  channel  are 
not  always  set  in  the  position  of  the  previous  year.  They  are  set  to 
mark  the  best  water. 

The  two  obstruction  buoys  set  to  mark  the  submerged  rock 
and  partly  submerged  rock  in  the  channel  running  along  the 
north  side  of  Strong  Island  have  confused  some  boatmen.  In  this 
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instance,  this  channel  runs  eastward  from  the  confluence  of  it 
and  the  buoyed  main  channel  extending  northward.  It  is  con- 
sidered a  branch  of  the  main  channel  and  buoyed  accordingly, 
and  buoys  should  be  used  as  though  entering  from  the  main 
channel.  Used  in  this  manner  the  buoys  will  protect  boatmen 
from  these  rocks. 

Going  out  to  sea,  the  channel  from  the  Fish  Pier  to  Morris 
Island  remained  stable.  For  a  period  of  time  the  channel  from 
there  on  shoaled  to  such  a  great  extent  that  several  of  the  fishing 
boats  had  difficulty  in  returning  to  the  Fish  Pier.  Shortly  after  the 
old  channel  closed,  a  new  channel  opened  to  the  westward.  Buoys 
were  set  in  this  new  channel.  Immediately  the  old  channel 
reopened  with  depth  and  width  enough  for  safe  navigation.  The 
shoaling  and  shifting  from  here  to  the  bar  is  almost  continuous. 

The  Town  of  Chatham  buoyage  system  consists  of:  Mill 
Pond,  Mitchell  River,  Stage  Harbor  —  22  spar  buoys,  Ryders 
Cove  —  18  spars,  Pleasant  Bay  —  21  assorted  buoys,  Fish  Pier 
Channel  —  6  spar,  Old  Harbor  —  14  radar  buoys,  U.S.  Coast 
Guard  —  5  radar  buoys. 

This  is  my  last  report  as  Harbor  Master- 1  am  retiring  this 
year.  Your  new  Harbor  Master  will  be  a  capable  young  man, 
Peter  Ford. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  The  Board  of  Selectmen, 
other  Town  Officers  and  employees  for  their  help  and 
cooperation  during  my  term  of  office. 

Many  thanks  to  my  assistant  Harbor  Masters  who  so  faith- 
fully have  contributed  their  time  all  these  years.  Their  help  and 
cooperation  and  efficient  performance  has  been  greatly  ap- 
preciated. A  special  thanks  to  Ken  Hare,  who  has  so  diligently 
contributed  his  time  and  effort  all  these  years.  Ken  is  resigning 
this  year.  He  will  be  missed  by  many  at  Ryders  Cove. 

Last  but  not  least,  the  Chatham  fishermen,  I  am  deeply 
appreciative  of  their  cooperation  and  helpful  assistance  at  all 
times  over  the  years.

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Sections  6  and  7  of  the 
By-Laws  of  the  Town  of  Chatham,  I  hereby  submit  the  following 
report  as  Shellfish  Warden  for  1973. 

Although  no  evidence  of  "Red-Tide"  was  found  this  past  Fall 
the  opening  of  Scallop  season  was  again  postponed  for  an  extra 
month.  When  opened,  the  Scallop  was  of  better  than  usual 
quality,  but  the  quantity  was  so  poor,  it  resulted  in  one  of  the 
worst  seasons  in  recent  years. 

After  an  investigation  of  the  Dike  area  in  Stage  Harbor  was 
made,  it  was  found  that  an  unusual  amount  of  seed  Clams  were  in 
evidence.  Therefore  the  area  has  been  closed  to  the  taking  of 
Shell-fish  at  least  through  the  1974  Summer  season. 

The  supply  of  Oysters  put  in  Crows  Pond  this  past  Fall  was 
well  below  the  amount  put  there  during  the  last  two  years,  and 
unfortunately  the  supply  did  not  allow  for  a  second  planting. 
Hopefully  heavier  plantings  can  be  made  this  Spring. 

After  a  long  period  of  problems  in  the  area  of  Oyster  River 
concerning  Shellfish  Grants  and  Scallop  fishing,  new  proposals 
made  late  in  1973  may  lead  to  the  eventual  end  of  the  problem. 

The  problem  regarding  the  joint  fisheries  of  Chatham  and 
Harwich  in  the  Pleasant  Bay  section  of  the  two  Towns  was  settled 
for  at  least  the  coming  season  but  beyond  that  the  future  at  this 
time  is  unclear.

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Report  of  the  Moth  Department 


In  accordance  with  Sections  6  &  7  of  the  General  Laws,  I 
submit  the  following  report  to  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen. 

Scouting  and  patrolling  was  carried  out  in  late  winter  and 
early  spring  as  usual.  Tent  caterpillar  eggs  hatched  around  May 
25th,  but  gave  us  no  problems  as  they  were  easily  controlled  with 
Sevin  and  Mathathion.  Later  on,  around  June  4th,  the  gypsy-moth 
started  to  hatch  before  the  foliage  came  out.  They  seemed  to  be 
waiting  for  the  foliage  to  unfold.  However,  due  to  a  cool  spell  in 
the  weather,  the  foliage  was  a  little  late,  and  so  the  first  hatching 
didn't  amount  to  much.  The  second  hatching  chewed  away  at  top 
speed.  But  the  third  hatching  didn't  do  too  much  eating.  I  don't 
know  whether  it  was  a  parasite  or  not,  which  caused  this,  or 
weather  conditions.  However,  we  did  not  get  the  defoliation  that 
we  should  have. 

I  watched  the  mating  season  very  closely,  and  it  was  very 
active.  I  have  checked  egg  areas,  and  they  are  still  infested  as 
they  were  last  year.  I  have  to  recommend  aerial  spraying  as  I  did 
last  year,  so  I  have  reported  this  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

We  had  little  trouble  with  the  tussock-moth  this  year,  but  the 
Fall-Webb  worm  was  fairly  heavy.  These  two  insects  were 
controlled.  All  other  insects  in  the  town  are  under  control,  except 
for  the  Gypsy-moths,  but  maybe  the  voters  will  see  to  it,  and  vote 
to  do  something  about  it. 

I  have  enjoyed  working  with  all  the  other  departments  this 
past  year.

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Annual  Report  of  the  Park  Commissioners 


To  The  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen, 
Chatham,  Massachusetts 

Gentlemen: 

During  1973  our  parks  and  beaches  had  near  maximum  use 
by  both  year  round  residents  as  well  as  our  Summer  guests.  Your 
Park  Commission  by  necessity  have  plans  for  additional 
facilities,  improvements  over  present  operations  and  expansion 
of  our  beach  activities.  Foremost  among  the  pressing  needs  is  a 
major  improvement  at  the  Chatham  Light  area  and  the  bleacher 
area  at  Veteran's  Field.  Both  of  these  items  are  under  con- 
sideration by  our  Town  Engineers  to  determine  the  best,  most 
economical  and  lasting  solution  to  these  problems.  We  are  deeply 
grateful  for  all  the  help  the  Selectmen  and  other  town  officials 
have  given  us  in  our  efforts. 

HARDING'S  BEACH:  Seaweed  is  a  major  problem.  We  have 
been  requested  by  the  State  to  leave  as  much  on  the  beach  as 
possible  to  prevent  further  erosion.  In  view  of  this  we  have 
resorted  to  hand  raking.  Because  of  vehicular  traffic  over  the 
berms  it  became  necessary  to  replace  the  bumper  system  on  the 
second  parking  lot.  The  four  lifeguards  in  attendance  did  very 
effective  work  and  made  a  number  of  rescues.  Parking  fees  for 
the  season  brought  in  receipts  of  $25,092.00,  an  increase  of 
$2,000.00  over  last  year. 

RIDGEVALE  &  COCKLE  COVE  BEACHES:  Each  suc- 
cessive year  we  have  been  experiencing  an  increase  in  the  use  of 
these  two  beaches.  A  lifeguard  was  in  attendance  throughout  the 
season  at  Ridgevale.  Presently  underway  is  a  study  to  determine 
the  feasibility  of  establishing  toilet  facilities  in  both  these  areas. 
It  is  much  needed. 

OYSTER  POND:  This  beach  appeared  to  be  filled  to  capacity 
every  day.  There  was  great  participation  in  the  swimming  and 
life  saving  lessons  with  over  100  youngsters  graduating  from  the 
varied  courses.  Supervision  was  excellent. 
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SCHOOL  HOUSE  POND:  With  the  addition  of  a  female 
lifeguard  this  beach  becomes  increasingly  popular  with  100  or 
more  youngsters  in  the  water  most  times  on  nice  days.  Here 
again  toilet  facilities  are  badly  needed. 


CHASE  PARK:  Due  to  inclement  weather  early  in  the  season 
the  bowling  green  was  not  ready  for  use  until  quite  late.  There 
was  much  vandalism  necessitating  extensive  repair.  We  are  very 
grateful  to  Mr.  Walter  Kenyon  of  North  Chatham  for  his  very 
thoughtful  gift  of  the  fence  enclosing  this  area.  This  should  in 
large  measure  help  to  reduce  vandalism.  This  type  of  bowling 
while  highly  specialized  is  still  participated  in  by  many  local 
residents  as  well  as  many  of  our  Summer  visitors. 

The  park  is  and  we  hope  will  continue  to  be  used  by  the 
"Festival  of  Arts"  Summer  Fair.  Participation  in  the  Festival 
has  become  Cape  wide.  It  is  already  well  known  in  the  New 
England  area. 

The  Windmill  draws  Summer  visitors  from  all  over  the  Cape. 
The  major  problem  is  the  lack  of  enough  wind  to  grind  corn  on  a 
regular  basis.  Tours  through  the  mill  are  conducted  by  Mr. 
Murray  Sullivan  and  a  history  of  the  mill  is  recounted  on  all 
tours.  The  town  has  been  complimented  by  many  visitors  for 
maintaining  this  masterpiece  of  early  Americana. 

VETERANS  FIELD:  This  field  is  very  active  a  good  portion 
of  the  year  and  requires  a  great  deal  of  labor.  Replacing  lights, 
reseeding,  cutting,  regrading  and  generally  maintaining  a  good 
athletic  field  for  our  High  School,  Intermediate  School  and  town 
league  teams  is  a  costly  effort. 


LIBRARY:  The  perennials  planted  here  have  enhanced  the 
grounds  though  they  are  not  as  colorful  as  Spring  bulbs  and 
annuals.  It  is  hoped  that  we  may  through  a  combination  of  both 
further  beautify  this  area.  The  usual  ground  work  was  done 
throughout  the  year. 
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KATE  GOULD  PARK:  This  lovely  park  in  the  center  of  our 
town  continues  to  be  very  popular.  Our  Friday  night  concerts 
bring  increasing  numbers  of  people,  sometimes  as  many  as  5000 
out-of-town  visitors.  There  is  usually  some  vandalism  and  a 
number  of  repairs  to  the  bandstand  and  the  electrical  system 
have  already  been  made.  Hopefully  this  year  we  can  provide 
some  means  of  emergency  lighting  to  alleviate  the  blackout 
incidence  such  as  occurred  last  year.  It  is  also  hoped  that  we  can 
further  beautify  the  park  with  more  extensive  Summer  flowers. 


We'd  like  to  say  a  big  thanks  to  Mr.  Tileston  and  the  band  for 
asking  the  concert  visitors  to  put  all  rubbish  in  the  barrels.  We 
found  that  most  attendees  to  the  concerts  responded  to  his 
requests. 


CONCLUSION:  The  basic  function  of  the  Park  system,  its 
superintendent,  employees  and  the  Park  Commission  is  to 
provide  and  maintain  existing  facilities  and  grounds,  expanding 
when  necessary  and  developing  new  acquisitions.

Gentlemen: 

In  1973  there  were  ten  ponies  and  twenty  horses  in  the  Town 
of  Chatham.  There  were  seventeen  dog  bites,  all  of  which  were 
quarantined  and  released  by  myself  after  the  ten  day  quarantine 
period.  In  all  cases,  the  dogs  involved  were  free  of  rabies. 

There  was  an  outbreak  of  equine  encephalitis,  which  is  fatal 
to  horses.  This  disease  can  be  controlled  by  having  the  horses 
innoculated  this  coming  Spring.  This  is  vital  and  should  be  en- 
forced. Mosquitos  carry  the  disease  and  many  cases  have  been 
reported  in  New  Hampshire.  I  urge  all  horse  and  pony  owners  to 
make  sure  a  veterinarian  innoculates  their  animals  in  April.  The 
first  frost  kills  the  mosquitos  but  when  Spring  comes  the  danger 
revives  and  I  will  check  with  the  owners  to  be  sure  their  pets  have 
been  innoculated. 

Riding  schools  are  now  to  be  licensed  under  a  new  State  Law 
and  if  care  and  facilities  are  found  not  up  to  standards  on  the 
Cape  the  license  can  and  will  be  revoked.  The  condition  of  many 
riding  stables  is  deplorable  and  hopefully  this  new  law  will 
provide  humane  treatment  for  horses. 

In  closing,  all  horses  and  ponies  inspected  in  the  Town  of 
Chatham  were  found  to  be  in  good  condition,  with  adequate 
stabling  quarters.  However,  I  was  forced  to  take  action  in  one 
case  involving  two  horses  where  proper  treatment  was  not  being 
given.  After  following  up  on  my  previous  warning  to  the  owner,  I 
found  that  he  had  improved  conditions  for  his  horses.

Technical  High  School  District 
School  Committee 

December  20, 1973 

The  year  1973  was  a  monumental  year  in  the  history  of  the 
development  of  the  Cape  Cod  Regional  Technical  High  School 
District.  Early  in  January  specifications  and  plans  were  sent  out 
for  bid.  Due  to  a  large  number  of  firms  competing  we  feel  that  the 
bid  of  J.L.  Marshall  &  Sons,  Inc.,  Pawtucket,  Rhode  Island,  for 
the  construction  of  the  school  was  a  good  bid.  As  you  know,  on 
February  22nd,  a  District-wide  vote  was  held  in  all  eleven 
member  towns  comprising  our  high  school  district,  and  they  all 
voted  to  authorize  an  indebtedness  of  $9,890,000  for  the  purpose  of 
constructing,  originally  equipping  and  furnishing  this  regional 
technical  high  school.  On  March  7th,  the  committee  officially 
voted  to  award  the  contract  for  school  construction  to  J.L. 
Marshall  &  Sons,  Inc.  of  Pawtucket,  Rhode  Island.  The  com- 
mittee again  wishes  to  thank  the  taxpayers  in  our  eleven  towns 
for  their  favorable  vote. 

It  was  indeed  a  gratifying  sight  for  us  as  committee  mem- 
bers, and  I'm  sure  for  you  as  taxpayers,  to  see  activity  start  at 
the  wonderful  site  that  was  chosen  at  the  intersection  of  Routes  6 
and  124,  in  the  Town  of  Harwich.  This  64-acre  site  lends  itself 
beautifully  to  the  development  of  our  vocational  facility.  Trans- 
portation to  and  from  the  school  is  greatly  enhanced  by  its 
location. 

In  April  of  1973  Dr.  Robert  A.  Campbell  resigned  from  his 
position  as  Superintendent-Director.  Mr.  Jesse  J.  Morgan,  for- 
mer Superintendent  of  the  Harwich  Schools,  served  as  Acting 
Director  until  Dr.  Renzo  Ricciuti  assumed  the  duties  of  an  In- 
terim Director  so  that  the  committee  could  conduct  a  search  for  a 
replacement. 

Mr.  Wilfred  H.  Learned,  Jr.,  former  Superintendent-Director 
of  the  Bay  Path  Vocational  Technical  School  in  Charlton,  was 
appointed  Superintendent-Director  as  of  September  1,  1973. 
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Ail  item  of  interest  to  school  officials  and  parents  in  our  11- 
town  district  was  voted  by  the  committee  during  the  month  of 
November.  Upon  the  recommendation  of  Mr.  Learned  the 
committee  voted  to  open  our  school  in  September  of  1975  at 
maximum  capacity.  This  means  that  students  would  be  accepted 
in  grades  9  through  12  from  the  Barnstable  Vocational  High 
School,  and  also  from  sending  high  schools  throughout  our 
district. 

From  an  educational  point  of  view  more  students  will  have 
the  benefit  of  vocational  education,  —  many  of  them  who  were 
denied  vocational  education  due  to  the  lack  of  space.  A  broader 
program  for  both  girls  and  boys  can  be  offered  with  full  capacity, 
and  from  the  taxpayers'  point  of  view  it  is  more  economical  to 
operate  a  building  at  full  capacity  than  at  halt  capacity.  The  key 
to  the  success  of  this  program  will  be  directly  proportional  to  the 
planning  that  goes  into  the  development  of  the  total  program. 

Another  noteworthy  accomplishment  of  the  committee 
during  the  year  1973  was  the  opening  of  a  Special  Needs 
Program,  in  cooperation  with  the  Cape  Cod  Mental  Health 
Association,  to  bring  better  service  to  children  with  special  needs 
from  many  of  our  small  towns.  This  program  is  housed  in  the  St. 
Joan  of  Arc  School  in  Orleans  under  the  capable  direction  of  Mr. 
A.  Paul  Hackett.  Mr.  John  Stewart  and  Mr.  Michael  Dame  are 
working  with  Mr.  Hackett  in  this  pilot  program.  It  is  hoped  that 
by  February  1st  we  will  have  twenty  four  students  enrolled  in  this 
program. 

The  committee  joined  the  Massachusetts  Association  of 
School  Committees  this  year  and  many  of  our  members  took  part 
in  the  Annual  Joint  Conference  for  School  Committees  and 
Superintendents  held  in  Hyannis  in  October. 

At  this  point  in  time  the  committee  will  conduct  a  bond  sale 
for  $9,890,000.  We  are  very  pleased  to  report  that  our  district 
received  an  AA  rating  granted  by  Moody's  Bond  Rating  Service, 
which  will  result  in  a  considerable  savings  to  you,  the  taxpayers. 
Our  thanks  go  to  the  town  boards  and  town  officials  who 
cooperated  so  nicely  with  our  fiscal  agent,  the  First  National 
Bank  of  Cape  Cod,  to  prepare  the  information  that  was  necessary 
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for  Moody's  to  receive  this  rating.  It  was  another  example  of  a 
fine  team  effort. 

In  conclusion  we,  the  committee,  wish  to  again  take  this 
opportunity  to  thank  you  for  your  tremendous  support  during  the 
year  1973,  and  we  look  forward  to  your  continued  support  in  the 
future.

Report  of  the  Board  of  Health 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Chatham,  Massachusetts 

Gentlemen: 

In  accordance  with  Sections  6  and  7  of  the  By-Laws  of  the 
Town  of  Chatham,  we  hereby  submit  the  following  report. 

Regular  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Health  were  held  each 
Monday  evening  at  the  Town  Offices.  Emergency  meetings  were 
held  as  needed. 

Dog  bites,  contagious  diseases  and  premature  births  were 
checked  and  reported  as  required  by  the  State  Department  of 
Public  Health.  Complaints  and  problems  were  checked  and 
decisions  rendered. 

A  Rabies  Clinic  was  held  on  one  Saturday  in  the  spring  and  78 
dogs  were  innoculated. 

Beginning  in  May,  stickers  were  issued,  Monday  through 
Friday,  at  the  Building  Inspector's  Office,  for  admittance  to  the 
Disposal  Area  only. 

New  regulations  were  adopted  in  July  closing  the  Disposal 
Area  to  the  depositing  of  brush,  stumps  and  logs  in  large  volumes 
by  contractors.  The  Board  agreed  that  this  was  essential  for  the 
conservation  of  land. 

We  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  to  Mr.  Sidney  Ap- 
pelbaum  for  his  recommendations  and  advice  in  solid  waste 
disposal. 

Our  thank-you  to  our  County  Sanitarians,  Mr.  Richard  M. 
Sturtevant  and  Mr.  Stetson  R.  Hall,  for  their  assistance  given  to 
this  Department.  They,  along  with  our  Health  Agent,  made 
regular  checks  of  our  bathing  facilities  and  inspected  all  food- 
handling  establishments.  We  are  most  grateful  for  the  use  of  the 
Barnstable  County  Laboratory. 

County  Health  Agent,  Miss  Esther  G.  Howes,  has  stated 
several  items  of  interest  in  her  report  for  1973.  — 

"The  addition  of  a  new  position,  laboratory 
technician,  has  enabled  the  staff  in  environmental 
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health  to  carry  out  more  procedures  —  testing  of  more 
water  samples,  milk  samples,  shellfish  samples,  and 
to  offer  more  time  in  consultation  with  health  agents. 

"Supervision  and  monthly  educational  programs 
are  presented  to  the  63  public  health  nurses  in  the 
county,  and  several  workshops  have  been  presented  to 
health  agents.  Consultation  to  schools  has  been  offered 
as  requested,  for  the  assessment  of  health  services, 
and  in  planning  for  the  implementation  of  the  Chapter 
766  law. 

"There  are  more  than  300  children  under  the  care 
of  the  Handicapped  Childrens  Clinic  —  a  few  with 
minimal  but  more  with  multiple  handicaps. 
Assistance  to  preschools  and  schools  is  being  offered, 
as  special  plans  are  being  developed  by  schools  for 
children  with  special  needs  as  required  by  September, 
1974." 


Several  hundred  school  children  received  complete  dental 
care  at  the  Dental  Clinic,  as  well  as  education  in  dental  care  and 
hygiene,  under  the  supervision  of  Margaret  Guild,  R.N.,  and 
Richard  Zeigler,  D.M.D.  The  Board  regretfully  accepts  the 
resignation  of  Miss  Guild  and  Dr.  Zeigler  after  fifteen  years  of 
dedicated  service  in  caring  for  the  dental  health  of  the  school 
children  of  our  community.  We  are  presently  considering  the 
"Tooth  Keeper  Program"  to  replace  our  former  Dental  Clinic. 

The  Board  wishes  to  thank  Mr.  Norman  Eldredge  and  the 
Highway  Department  for  their  cooperation  and  assistance  at  the 
Disposal  Area.  We  also  wish  to  thank  members  of  all  other  Town 
Departments,  the  Finance  Committee,  and  the  Natural 
Resources  Advisory  Committee  for  their  cooperation  during  the 
year  1973.

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Report  of  the  Superintendent 

Like  other  town  departments,  the  schools'  big  administration 
problem  in  1973  was  the  18  months  budget.  Closely  related  to  it 
was  the  problem  of  prices  which  got  so  bad  that  some  companies 
would  not  even  quote  us  a  price  before  time  of  shipment.  After  the 
18  months  transitional  year,  however,  the  schools  will  benefit 
from  the  new  July-June  fiscal  year  in  that  no  longer  will  we  have 
to  straddle  two  academic  years  to  figure  out  one  calendar  year. 
Although  the  18  months  budget  is  from  January  1,  1973  through 
June  30, 1974,  we  have,  for  comparison's  sake,  computed  the  July 
1,  1973  through  June  30,  1974  portion  of  the  operating  budget  at 
$1,385,385.  Despite  difficulties  with  prices  and  supplies,  at  the 
close  of  1973  calendar  year,  60.12  percent  of  our  budget  was  spent 
and  63  percent  of  the  time  was  spent.  Planning  for  the  July,  1974- 
June,  1975  operating  budget  was  materially  aided  by  the  response 
of  most  school  personnel  to  a  request  from  the  superintendent  to 
hold  budget  requests  so  far  as  possible  to  the  level  of  the  year 
before.  Price  increases  made  this  difficult  —  such  as  the  rise 
from  $1.10  per  ream  to  $2.30  per  ream  for  duplicating  paper  — 
and  the  situation  regarding  fuel  oil  which  seems  to  go  up  in  price 
at  every  delivery. 

Our  enrollment  was  its  greatest  —  992  —  it  has  ever  been  and 
the  bulge  of  the  numbers  is  at  the  High  School  which  had  348  as  of 
October  31  compared  to  279  in  October  of  1969.  When  the  new 
Cape  Cod  Regional  Technical  High  School  opens  in  1975,  some 
fifty  or  so  of  our  pupils  are  allotted  space  there  so  with  the  quite 
slow  growth  of  our  enrollment  in  general,  no  over-crowding  is 
expected  soon.  The  three  relocatable  type  classrooms  added  to 
the  Elementary  School  four  years  ago  apparently  enabled  us  to 
meet  our  school  housing  problem  for  several  years  to  come. 

Several  long  term  and  long  liked  staffers  retired  in  1973  and 
another  planned  to  in  January.  Miss  Betty  Batson  retired  as 
guidance  director  and  counselor  at  the  High  School  and  Mrs. 
Doris  Bassett  as  fifth  grade  teacher  in  the  Intermediate  School. 
Mr.  Paul  Carlson  at  the  close  of  1973  had  already  decided  to  draw 
his  career  as  head  custodian  and  bus  greeter  at  the  Elementary 
School  to  a  close  in  January  of  1974.  Mrs.  Irene  Robert  as  matron 
at  Intermediate  School  and  Mr.  Robert  Bunzick,  head  custodian 
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at  High  School  left  March  15.  Mrs.  Barbara  Campbell,  Head  Cook 
at  the  High  School  resigned,  also  Mrs.  Helen  MacAllister,  Cook  at 
the  Elementary  School.  New  in  September  of  1973  were  Mrs. 
Diane  Ethier  in  fourth  grade;  Mrs.  Maureen  Hampel,  counselor 
at  High  School;  Mr.  John  Semmler,  custodian-at-large;  Mrs. 
Arniel  Nevins,  Speech  Therapist.  In  addition,  Mrs.  Margaret 
O'Leary  was  teaching  one  of  the  third  grade  classes  on  a  "per- 
manent substitute"  basis  while  another  teacher's  retirement 
application  was  pending.  Total  employees  for  1973-4  remained 
the  same  as  for  1972-3.  Mr.  John  Elliott  returned  to  his  English 
post  at  High  School  after  a  year's  sabbatical  leave.  Also,  Mrs. 
Ann  Harris,  Superintendent's  Secretary,  replaced  Mrs.  Pamela 
Marciezyk.  Miss  Margaret  Guild,  School  Nurse  joined  the  ranks 
of  the  retired  as  of  December  30  after  a  distinguished  record  of 
service. 

The  School  Committee  was  sorry  to  lose  Mr.  Ron  McVicker 
who  resigned  early  in  the  year  but  was  glad  to  welcome  Mr. 
Robert  Matheson  as  new  member.  Mr.  McVicker  was  very 
helpful  in  planning  the  initiation  of  ice  hockey  as  a  high  school 
sport.  Mr.  Matheson  was  formerly  P.T.A.  president  and  had  been 
a  candidate  in  the  previous  School  election.  He  had  attended 
many  School  Committee  meetings  as  P.T.A.  president  and  in- 
terested citizen. 

The  addition  of  a  new  boiler  at  the  Intermediate  School,  still 
not  completed  at  this  writing,  provides  all  our  buildings  with 
modern  heating  plants.  New  shingles  were  installed  on  the 
Elementary  School  roof  and  in  a  special  town  meeting  new  vinyl 
siding  was  authorized  on  the  gable  ends  there.  Being  planned  was 
vinyl  siding  at  the  High  School. 

The  High  School  gymnasium  floor  which  has  puffed  up  in 
waves  at  various  times  in  the  past  —  because  of  excess  humidity 
—  behaved  itself  better  this  season  than  for  some  time. 

In  the  Education  Development  tests  50  out  of  85  eighth 
graders  did  as  well  as  or  better  than  the  upper  45  percent  of 
pupils  nationally  and  in  the  tenth  grade  it  was  56  out  of  84  in  basic 
skills.  In  the  eighth  grade  56  pupils  achieved  as  well  as  their 
ability  scores  would  predict  and  29  did  not.  In  the  tenth  grade  45 
did  as  well  as  predicted  and  45  did  not,  the  average  for  the  class 
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being  6  percentile  points  lower  in  basic  skills  than  in  total  ability. 
In  both  grade  levels  pupils  did  better  in  science  than  any  other 
subject. 

An  interesting  observation  on  the  1973  graduating  class  is 
that  between  its  sophomore  year  and  its  senior  year  16  pupils  left 
the  class  and  17  joined  it.  Within  this  class  27  entered  kin- 
dergarten and  continued  together  all  through  school;  however,  a 
number  equal  to  the  original  54  in  kindergarten  moved  out  of  the 
class  in  its  thirteen  years. 

As  1973  takes  its  place  in  the  record  school  personnel  are 
understandably  curious  as  to  directions  in  the  future  and  how 
much  these  directions  will  be  governed  by  results  of  a  school 
system  study  reportedly  being  recommended  by  the  School  Cost 
Evaluation  Committee  of  the  Town. 

The  School  Department  has  foregone  its  usual  complete 
reports  from  the  several  specialists  and  administrators  in  order 
to  comply  with  the  Selectmen's  request  for  brevity  because  of  the 
paper  shortage.  The  Department  can  assure  you  that  the  usual 
number  of  things  have  been  done  by  the  usual  persons  in  the 
usually  competent  manner.  The  Department  also  wishes  to  thank 
teachers,  pupils,  parents,  townspeople  for  their  understanding 
and  support  in  these  troubled  times.  If  strength  comes  from 
either  diversity  or  adversity,  we  have  a  good  chance !

Gentlemen: 

Applications  for  appeals  before  the  Chatham  Board  of  Ap- 
peals are  regularly  scheduled  for  hearings  on  the  second  and 
fourth  Wednesdays  of  each  month  in  the  Hearing  Room  of  the 
Chatham  Fire  Station.  Exceptions  are  when  a  hearing  date  oc- 
curs on  or  near  an  official  holiday.  Knowing  ahead  of  time  the 
regular  hearing  dates  seems  to  work  well  as  it  enables  an  ap- 
pellant to  plan  for  a  hearing  and  other  Town  Officials  and  Boards 
to  know  what  to  expect. 

The  year  1973  was  busier  than  any  recent  year,  in  that  there 
were  thirty-nine  (39)  applications  for  Zoning  Board  Appeals  and 
one  Sign  Code  case  with  action  taken  as  follows :

One  reason  for  the  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  is 
because,  under  the  recently  enacted  Wetlands  Act,  if  the 
Selectmen  judge  that  any  proposal  may  be  in  violation  of  the 
regulations  of  a  Conservancy  District,  then  the  case  is  first 
referred  to  the  Board  of  Appeals  for  review.  This  has  added 
several  cases  this  past  year.

Tellers  appointed  and  sworn  by  the  Moderator  to  the  office 
were  Warren  L.  Fletcher,  III,  John  V.  LeBlanc,  Eileen  M.  Our 
and  Joan  M.  Cormier.

IV.  Amend  paragraph  4.1  by  adding  to  the  first  subparagraph: 
"The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  lots  in  Residence 
District  OSV,  but  said  lots  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
paragraph  5.963." 

V.  Amend  Section  5  Special  Regulations  by  adding  a  paragraph 
5.96  to  read:  "None  of  the  provisions  of  paragraph  5  Special 
Regulations  shall  apply  to  Residence  District  OSV,  but  said 
District  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  paragraphs  5.961 
through  5.966". 
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VI.  Add  to  Appendix  III  —  District  Descriptions: 
"RESIDENCE  DISTRICT  OSV  -  all  portions  of  the  Town  which 
contain  not  less  than  forty  (40)  acres  and  which  are  entirely 
surrounded  by  water,  and  without  available  access  thereto  from 
any  remaining  portion  of  the  Town  by  foot." 

VII.  Amend  the  Protective  By-Law  Map  of  Chatham  by 
showing  thereon  Residence  District  OSV. 

VIII.  Add  after  paragraph  5.95  new  paragraphs  to  be  numbered 
and  worded  as  follows: 

5.96  Open  Space  Village  (Residence  District  OSV) 

5.961  Objectives 

The  objective  of  Open  Space  Village  Development 
is  to  allow  for  flexible  and  sound  land  use  planning, 
while  at  the  same  time  maintaining  existing  natural 
character;  to  preserve  open  space  for  conservation 
and  recreation,  maintaining  the  land  as  much  as 
possible  in  its  natural  state  consistent  with  residential 
development. 

5.962  Permitted  Uses 

A.  Uses  permitted  in  Residence  District  OSV  shall 
include  those  permitted  in  Residence  District  R-40; 
and  also 

b.  In  those  parts  of  the  District  designated  Community 
Areas,  permitted  are  garages,  barns,  boathouses, 
swimming  pools,  tennis  courts,  docks,  community 
buildings,  for  recreational  and  social  activities  for 
the  residents  of  the  Residence  District  OSV,  and 
their  guests,  which  may  be  maintained  by  an  associa- 
tion or  corporation  which  is  established  for  said 
purposes. 

C.  The  number  of  dwelling  units  allowed  in  this  District 
shall  not  exceed  the  total  amount  of  upland  divided 
by  40,000  square  feet. 

5.963  Dimensional  Regulations

regulations  shall  be  the  following:

The  minimum  width  of  all  access  ways  shall  be  ten  (10) 
feet. 

5.965  Preserved  Areas 

A.  Areas  shall  be  set  aside  for  Conservation  Areas 
Mich  shall  be  maintained  as  much  as  may  be  possible 
in  the  natural  state  existing  at  the  adoption  of  this 
paragraph,  equal  to  10,000  square  feet  per  resi- 
dential unit  in  the  District,  and  shall  comply  with 
paragraphs  3.41  and  3.5  of  the  Protective  By-Law 
(Section  50). 

B.  Community  areas,  which  shall  be  established  for  the 
purposes  outlined  in  paragraph  5.962-B. 

5.966  Parking  Facilities 

Off-street  parking  shall  be  permitted,  subject  to  the 
provision  that  said  parking  shall  be  limited  to  one 
space  for  each  family  in  a  dwelling  located  within 
Residence  District  OSV  which  said  space  shall  not  be 
located  within  said  District.

Article  75.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  a  suf- 
ficient sum  of  money  to  alter  and-or  remodel  and  construct  new 
additions  to  the  Fire  and  Police  building  in  accordance  with  an 
approved  architects  plan,  said  project  to  include  Architect, 
Engineers  and  any  other  professional  fees,  new  equipment  and 
furnishings  where  necessary,  repairs  and-or  reconstruction  of 
parking  areas  and  landscaping  and  to  determine  whether  any 
appropriation  made  under  this  Article  shall  be  raised  by 
taxation,  by  transfer  from  available  funds,  by  borrowing  or 
otherwise,  or  to  take  any  action  relative  to  the  foregoing  matters 
and  authorize  the  Selectmen  and  the  Committee  on  Space  Needs 
for  the  Fire  and  Police  Departments  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of 
this  Article.

Road;  One  (1)  —  Corner  Nob  Hill  and  Stepping  Stones  Road. 

Article  85.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  take  from  unap- 
propriated available  funds  in  the  Treasury  a  sum  of  money  to  be 
applied  toward  the  reduction  of  the  Tax  Rate  for  the  financial 
year  beginning  July  1,  1974.
